The ORCA CHIEF vessel named in this ORR may refer to the Marine Harvest salmon transfer (fish carrier) vessel called 
the ORCA CHIEF — in 2018, protesters occupied this vessel while it was in drydock in Victoria, and also blocked it in the 
water from attending various salmon farm sites on the east side of Vancouver Island/Johnstone Strait (RCMP and DFO 
Aqua were involved in those files). In recent past (2016 - 2018) protesters or people who disagree with fish farming 
occasionally lay vague ORR complaints re: aquatic invasive species or pollution relating to fish farms. Some protest 
groups were advertising the DFO ORR line as a method for furthering their cause, encouraging their supporters to call 
the ORR line with multiple complaints in a bid to get the Department’s attention, and possibly to create information 
this can access via ATIPs in future. 


This may be a genuine ORR complaint, the above is just to provide some background & context.
